that of the learning of any other dead language, and 
becanse the Anglo-Saxon writers afford some gems of 
thoughtj as well as much useful history^ worthy of a 
place in the yonttful mindj — it is to be hoped that 
Anglo-Saxon may yet take a place,, though it should

English has lost many of the case-endings and other 
inflections of its old form, and cannot therefrom, if 
it may from anght else, have become a more excellent 
language than the Anglo-Saxon, any more than Latin 
became more exceUent in the broken form of the 
Eomauntj or in modern French, than it was in its old 
purity I and the praise of greater richness whicli some 
bestow on English must be lessened by the truth that 
Anglo- Saxouj like Geiman, had within itself the 
elements of the utmost richneaa; and that we hate 
thrown away many of its good wordii to take in their
